grand sachem, just after the war. When 
Tweed, Connolly, Sweeny. A. Oakey 
Hall and the "ring" began 4eir deliber. 
ate system of robbery of the city and 
county of New York Mr. Kelly refused to 
become a partner with them and with- 
drew from the society. After the Tweed 
nng was overthrown and ite guilty mem- 
bers proscribed, a committee of seventy 
was organized to wipe from the statute 
books the Tweed laws and run public 
affairs with honest object, in view. Gen. 
John A, Dix was made governor through 
the influence of this committee of sev- 
enty 
While at the height of ite power 


Mr. Kelly was earnestly solicited tcTbe. 
come a member of the committee, 
but he declined because it was asso- 
ciated with the Union League. He -was 
bom a democrat, he said, and meant to 
ive and die one. Mr. Kelly maintained 
that the city of New York never could be 
successfully and honestly governed by a 
uaion party.
